DIVORCE BETWEEN SANTA CLARA 
COUNTY and WAR ON POVERTY 


County supervisors withdrew all 
financial support of the Economic Oppor¬ 
tunity Commission with a final decree of 
Divorce. 

Twenty percent of the support for 
the E.O.C. came from the County and Lo¬ 
cal Agency, 80% from Federal Govern¬ 
ment. 

Supervisor Martin J. Splangler 
motionedto cut up 28,966 in kind support 
through May 1, 1969. The motion was 
seconded by Supervisor Sam P. Della 
Maggiore stating that E.O.C. Center Staff 
is vindictive. 

Supervisors indicated that it was 
not nice at all of the E.O.C. Staff to cri¬ 
ticize the Board at a time when the E.O.C. 
sought the renewed of county contribu¬ 
tions. 

E.O.C. was defended by low in¬ 
come families that attended the meeting 
including the Black Berets and United 
People Arriba. 

REORGANIZATION OF E.O.C. 

Economic Opportunity Commis¬ 
sion is reorganizing the Commission to 
fit a different plan written by Dr. Edgar 
C. Cumings, Director of Community Ser¬ 
vices which must be presented to the 
O.E.O. Regional Office in San Francisco 
by August 31 or continued funding will 
halt. 

Nine area service centers will be 
eliminated. They will be replaced by 
four local centers located in the greatest 
of poverty with sub - offices so entire 
County will be covered. 

Dr. Lloyd Gallardo, consultant, 


andGeorge Alvarez of the O.E.O.worked 
on this new project and plans were sub¬ 
mitted to an advisory committee, made 
up largely of low-income groups.

CHAPTER I - THE PROBLEM 

ALMA is an organization that 
seeks to provide a short, simple and ef¬ 
ficient means by which to resolve, at a 
very minimum cost to the parties in¬ 
volved, serious civil problems that fre¬ 
quently arise between Merchant and Con¬ 
sumer. 

Under our present judicial sys¬ 
tem, the average workingman does not 
have the practical means to enforce his 
legal rights in Court. 

In many cases, it costs more in 
lawyer's fees, Court costs and loss of 
wages to go to Court than the amount 
which is in dispute. And even in those 
cases where the amount of money in 
question is substantial, the average 
worker does not have the money neces¬ 
sary to go to Court. 

For example: A man buys an 
automobile (or it could be a refrigerator, 
a TV set, a ring, or anything else of val¬ 
ue) for 1, 000 and gives his old car and 
$200 in cash as down payment. He is ad¬ 
vised that the car is "guaranteed for 90 
days". The car breaks down within a few 
days after the purchase and the buyer 
goes to the dealer to have his car re¬ 
paired under the guarantee. For one 
reason or another the dealer refuses to 
repair the car and the buyer feels that he 
has been defrauded. What can he do ? 

The Better Business Bureau can¬ 
not help him. They will take a written 
complaint but the problem will not be 


solved. The District Attorney's Office 
cannot help him. They will advise him 
that the matter is civil and that he will 
have to consult an attorney. And an at¬ 
torney cannot help him unless he is wil¬ 
ling and able to pay a fee which is gen¬ 
erally more than the average worker can 
afford. Legal Aid cannot help him. It is 
available only to the very poor and not 
for the workingman. 

In general, therefore, there is 
no practical way for the average work¬ 
ingman to enforce his so-called "rights". 

Further, if the buyer refuses to 
pay for the car and a complaint is filed 
against him, under California Law his 
wages can be attached even before the 
Court makes a decision as to whether he 
owes the money or not. When that hap¬ 
pens, the buyer is placed in a very dif¬ 
ficult position. If he does not get his 
check released he will not be able to pro¬ 
vide support for his family. And if he 
gets any further attachments, he will 
probably lose his job. Under such pres¬ 
sure most workers agree to pay. 

The net result, therefore, is that 
the worker has ended up paying for some¬ 
thing that he does not feel that he owes 
and without ever having had the chance 
to have his day in Court. 

CHAPTER H - ALMA' S SOLUTION 

It is to attempt to resolve this 
problem that ALMA has been formed. 
Basically, what ALMA provides is pro¬ 
tection against consumer fraud and an 
inexpensive and simple means by which 
to settle these legal disputes. 

Participating Merchant members 
of ALMA have agreed that in the event of 
of a reasonable complaint against them 
by an ALMA consumer member they will 
submit the matter to ALMA for arbitra¬ 
tion and abide by the decision. 

When a complaint is made, ALMA 
will make a determination as to whether 
the complaint seems reasonable. If it 
does, ALMA will contact the Merchant 
member and attempt to settle the matter 
amicably. If that is not possible, the

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matter will then be submitted to arbi¬ 
tration. 

All of this will be done at no cost 
whatsoever either to the Merchant or to 
the Merchant or to the Consumer mem - 
ber.

EL SERVICIO DE TRANSPORTES 


DE PASAJEROS 

Para la persona que disfruta de 
un empleo seguro y un salario regular, 
el problema de transporte está poco mas 
o menos resuelto, esta persona puede 
comprar un automóvil que esté en bue¬ 
nas condiciones mecánicas, para poder 
transportarse a su trabajo y atender sus 
ocupaciones.
